“Carnality” means “the being carnal; 
indulgence of just.” 

“For to be carnally minded is death; 
but to be spiritually minded is life and 
peace. Because the carnal mind is enmity 
against God; for it is not subject to the 
law of God, neither indeed can be. So 
then they that are in the flesh cannot 
please God,” Rom. 8:6-8. 

When one begins to indulge in the 
things of the world, they displease Him, 
who hath called us unto holiness. 

“For God hath not called us unto un- 


. cleanness, but unto holiness,” 1 Thess. 4: 


: 

There is a great letting down, com- 
promising with the world and the devil 
for the sake of a living and education, 
wisdom of this world. 

Where is the wise? Where is the scribe? 
where is the disputer of this world? hath 
not God made foolish the wisdom of this 
world? For after that in the wisdom of 
God the world by wisdom knew not 
God,” 1 Cor. 1:20, 21a. 

Where is the man that thinks he has 
life and peace when he is carnally 
minded? God says “death.” God cannot 
have His way in the midst of a people 
full of carnality. Any one with a carnal 
mind will not submit to the will of God. 
They will spurn the wooings of the pre- 
cious Holy Ghost, grieve Him, and in a 
state of confusion carry their point, as 
good as to say, God, we love you but we

must have our desire carried out; we 
just can’t submit. It is true one can not 
submit to God if they have a carnal mind. 

Oh, how my heart aches when I survey 
the Church and God’s people for the past 
twenty years, and see how the evil one is 
slipping one over on us and we are losing 
the spiritual mind just to gratify the 
flesh, going after the world, hoping to 
gain favor with the world. The world 
loves her own, but Jesus says of His true 
followers, ““They are not of the world.” 

“Hear the words of John, “Love not 
the world, neither the things that are in 
the world. If any man love the wor'd, 
the love of the Father is not in him. For 
all that is in the world, the lust of the 
flesh, and the lust of the eyes, and the 
pride of life, is not of the Father, but is 
of the world. And the world passeth 
away, and the lust thereof: but he that 
doeth the will of God abideth for ever,” 
1 John 2:15-17. 

The Church of God should be of the 
same mind, and that a spiritual mind. 
“Now I beseech you, brethren, by the 
name of our Lord Jesus Christ, that ye 
all speak the same thing, and that there 
be no divisions among you; but that ye 
be perfectly joined together in the same 
mind and in the same judgment,” 1 Cor. 
1:10. Paul is warning the Church not to 
have divisions among them. “For it hath 
been declared unto me of you, my 
brethren, by them which are of the house 


of Chloe, that there are contentions 
among you,” 1 Cor. 1:11. 

Another sign of carnality. “But if any 
man seem to be contentious, we have no 
such custom, neither the churches of 
God,” 1 Cor. 11:16. We should not con- 
tend for the welfare of individuals, but 
for the best interest of the Church. Man 
is man, in the sight of God, and if he 
doesn’t submit to God he is just another 
carnally minded man, regardless of who 
he is or his standing with the people of 
the Church. 

“And I, brethren, could not speak to 
you as unto spiritual, but as unto carnal, 
even as unto babes in Christ,” 1 Cor. 3:1. 
Now these were in the Church. He didn’t 
say that all were taking part in the con- 
tentions and divisions, but it was among 
them, even as it is unto this day, right 
now, in the month of April, 1937. There 
is that contentious spirit among us, which 
brings in divisions. I do not mean that 
the Church has split; I just mean that 
our thoughts are divided, our minds are 
not the same, our judgments are not the 
same. We do not speak the same thing. 
We are not trying hard enough to come 
together in the same mind. We never will 
until we all denounce majority rule, get 
back to the old principles of the Church, 
which was to talk matters over lovingly 
and finally all agree. You say, “We can’t 
do that now.” That may be true, but if

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Be Thou Faithtul Unto Death 


Rev. 2:10, “Fear none of those things 
which thou shalt suffer; behold, the devil 
shall cast some of you into prison, that 
ye may be tried; and ye shall have trib- 
ulation ten days: be thou faithful unto 
death, and I will give thee a crown of 
life.” 

I have been impressed for some time 
to write on this subject. It impresses me 
greatly to think of receiving a crown, 
but if that was all there was :o do, almost 
every one would receive a crown. The 
Word says, “Be thou faithful unto 
death.” It is possible for one to start 
and fail to be faithful. Such a person has 
no promise of a crown. 


The word “faithful” or to be full of 
faith, means that we must put into 
practice what we believe. (1) We must 
have faith to believe the gospel and (2) 
faith to believe that God can save us 
when we repent of all our sins (known 
sins, actual transgressions). (3) Then we 
must have faith to believe that He will 
keep us free from the thing that has 
caused all the trouble. Sin started in the 
garden of Eden. It was originated and 
promoted by the devil. He is the promp- 
ter of ali sin (sins). (4) So we must 
have faith to believe we can be free and 
overcome all his evil devices and influ- 
ences. Rom. 5:1, “Therefore being justi- 
fied by faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ.” Rom. 8: 
1, ‘““There is therefore now no condemna- 
tion to them which are in Christ Je- 
sus, who walk not after the flesh, but 
after the Spirit.” Heb. 11:6, “But with- 
out faith it is impossible to please him: 
for he that cometh to God must believe 
that he is, and that he is a rewarder of 
them that diligently seek him.” So we 
can see that it takes faith to be a Chris- 
tian. 


John 3:16, “For God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in him 


should not perish, but have everlasting 
life.” John 1:12, “But as many as re- 
ceived him, to them gave he power to be- 
come the sons of God, even to them that 
believe on his name.” We overcome by 
faith. “This is the victory ‘hat over- 
cometh the world, even our faith,” 1 
John ‘5:4. Now we can plainly see that 
we must start with faith and continue in 
faith in order to be faithful. 

Next we will notice the second step in 
faith. 1. We must believe that God can 
sanctify us if we consecrate ourselves to 
Him. Jesus prayed a prayer in the seven- 
teenth chapter of John, for His Father to 
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sanctify His disciples (or followers). 
John 17:17, “Sanctify them through thy 
truth: thy word is truth.” In v. 19 Je- 
sus consecrated Himself (or His will) to 
His Father and His will in order that the 
disciples could see the need of sanctifica- 
tion or consecration to the will of God. 
1 Thess, 4:3, “This is the will of God, 
even your sanctification, that ye should 
abstain from fornication,” 2. We must 
believe that Jesus died outside the gate of 
Jerusalem to sanctify the people. Heb. 13: 
12, 13, “Wherefore Jesus also, that he 
might sanctify the people with His own 
blood, suffered without the gate, Let us 
go therefore unto him without the camp, 
bearing his reproach.” Heb. 2:11, “Both 
he that sanctifieth and they who are 
sanctified are all of one: for which cause 
he is not ashamed to call them brethren.” 

Now, my dear reader, don’t you see 
that we need to be sanctified? Do you 
have faith to believe? Some will say, But 
where do we get that blessing of sanc- 
tification? I will answer by saying, some- 
where after we get saved (or get forgive- 
ness of our sins) and before we receive 
the Spirit of the Holy Ghost. Some ask, 
When did they that were following Je- 
sus get that second blessing? Turn to 
Luke 24:47-53, “And that repentance 
and remission of sins should be preached 
in his name among all nations (to all the 
world), beginning at Jerusalem, and ye 
are witnesses of these things, And, be- 
hold, I send the promise of my Father 
upon you: but tarry ye in the city of Je- 
rusalem, until ye be endued with power 
from on high. And he led them out as 
far as to Bethany, and he lifted up his 
hands, and blessed them. And it came to 
pass, while he blessed them, he was parted 
from them, and carried up into heaven. 
And they worshipped him, and returned 
to Jerusalem with great joy: and were 
continually in the temple, praising and 
blessing God. Amen.” 

Dear reader, you can see that the dis- 
ciples didn’t have the Holy Ghost but 
they had great joy. Let me ask you, What 
would give a soul any more joy than 
after he has repented and been forgiven, 
to give himself to the will of God, con- 
secrate his entire being ro God and to His 
service, let God apply the blood of His 
Son Jesus on their hearts and have the 
carnal mind, inbred sin, the sin principle, 
or Adamic nature, removed, eradicated, 
taken out? Hallelujah! That is enough to 
give any one great joy. Remember Jesus 
blessed His followers when He started to 
leave them. They were already Christians, 
different from the world, saved from (or 


forgiven of) their sins. Jesus, in John 
17, told His Father they were not of the 
world even as He (Jesus) was not of the 
world. If the disciples were sinners, or 
not Christians, before they got the sec- 
ond experience (or blessing), Jesus was 
a sinner; but that won’t do. He was free 
from sin, didn’t even have any guile in 
His mouth. 1 Peter 2:21, 22. He left us 
an example that we should follow. He 
did no sin. 

Read Rom. 6:20; John 8:34; 6:12; 1 
Cor. 6:18; 1 John 3:4-8; Prov. 14:34. 
Well, surely you have begun to see the 
difference in regeneration, or forgiveness 
of sins, and sanctification, or consecra- 
tion to the will of God. Conversion 
brings peace, sanctification brings joy. 
Now do we have faith to believe we can 
have these experiences? They are for us 
(all). 

One more scripture on the later ex- 
perience—Rom. 12:1, 2. Please read. 

John preached that Jesus would come 
and baptize the people with the Holy 
Ghost and fire. Matt. 3:16. Joel said 
that God would send the corn (regenera- 
tion), wine (sanctification), and oil 
(Holy Ghost), that ye will be satisfied 
therewith. Isaiah (28:9-12) said that 
precept must be upon precept, precept 
upon precept; line upon line, line upon 


line. There must be a foundation for 
any thing to rest upon—so line upon 
Isaiah ac- 


line, precept upon precept. 
knowledged the three experiences by pre- 
cepts and lines: Regeneration (line), 
sanctification (precept), Holy Ghost 
(precept). Can’t you see that? You must 
have faith. 

We have carried you to Bethany where 
Jesus left His disciples with great joy 
and they started back to Jerusalem to 
tarry for the power, the promise of the 
Spirit, the fire, the Holy Ghost. Jesus 
went back to His Father (your Father, 
my Father, your God, my God). The dis- 
ciples didn’t go to Jerusalem to be saved, 
nor to get sanctified, but they went after 
the power (the Holy Ghost). John 14: 
15-17, “If ye love me, keep my com- 
mandments. And I will pray the Father 
(not pray to myself as some would have 
it), and he shall give you another Com- 
forter (another leader to take the place 
of Jesus in this world to teach, to in- 
struct), that he may abide with you for 
ever; even the Spirit of truth; whom 
the world cannot receive” (neither an 
unsanctified person), you must be saved 
from a life of sin, sanctified in and 
through and with the blood of Jesus,

DRAW NIGH TO GOD 


James 4:8-10. “Draw nigh to God, and 
he will draw nigh to you. Cleanse your 
hands, ye sinners; and purify your hearts, 
ye double minded. Be afflicted, and 
mourn, and weep: let your laughter be 
turned to mourning, and your joy to 
heaviness. Humble yourselves in the sight 
of the Lord, and he shall lift you up.” 

From what information we can get 
from the daily papers, also religious pub- 
lications, there has never been a_ time 
when Christian liberty was questioned in 
America as it is today. It certainly is 
time for the Christians to pray and draw 
nigh to God. He is the only source of 
help at a time like this. It seems the 
Christians are entirely too careless and 
too confident. They are afraid to come 
out boldly and state the conditions, or at 
least some of them. My editorials will be 
mostly quotations from The Defender 
published by Dr. Gerald B. Winrod. 

I am giving below the account of Sam- 
uel Dickstein’s work as an investigator of 
what he terms bad citizens or undesirable 
Christians in America: 

If Samuel Dickstein had hopes of 
again humiliating certain Christian Pa- 
triots through another so-called “investi- 
gation” this year, like that conducted in 
1934, he must have been keenly disap- 
pointed after the defeat he suffered a few 
days ago in Congress. 

Many will recall that the 74th Con- 
gress gave him $30,000 of taxpayers’ 
money to spend on studying “the dif- 
fusion of subversive propaganda” in the 
United States. 

Mr. Harry Jung of Chicago, the Na- 
tion’s leading authority on Communist 
activities, charges that the effo:t was 
conducted largely on lines to bring com- 
fort to the Reds, and discomfort to Pa- 
triots. 

On August 24, 1934 the Dickstein 
Committee swooped down upon Mr. 


Jung’s Chicago offices and arrested his 
secretary, a time when they knew he was 
absent from the city. Questioning was 
conducted behind closed doors in the 
Federal Building of Chicago. 

Mr. Jung has been fighting Commun- 
ism for years. Few men are more feared 
by the despoilers than this great leader. 
The facts about his work which the Reds 
gained through Dickstein’s so-called “‘in- 
vestigation”, were of incomparable value 
to them in their attempt to cripple his 
patriotic activities. 

As far back as last November, the New 
York Times carried a report quoting 
Dickstein as boasting about what he 
was going to do in the present session of 
Congress! Another “investigation” would 
be launched! Art least $200,000 would be 
appropriated! Etc., etc. 

He introduced his bill—House Reso- 
lution 88. 

If passed by Congress, it would have 
given him the power to throttle any re- 
ligious, patriotic or other organization, 
which was engaged in discussing “relig- 
ious” and “racial” matters, in a way that 
may have violated his personal ideas of 
“Americanism”. It also advocated pun- 
ishment for anyone found guilty of pub- 
lishing ‘“‘attacks upon the President of 
the United States.” 

On April 8 Dickstein had Congress- 
man A. H. Greenwood of Indiana bring 
his bill up for discussion. A long and 
heated debate ensued. From the begin- 
ning, it was evident that Congress was 
in no mood to clothe the gentleman from 
New York with the broad powers which 
he was demanding. 

Congressman Snell opposed him on the 
grounds that nothing of any value re- 
sulted from: the 1934 “investigation”. 

Congressman Johnson of Minnesota re- 
quested a definition of just what Dick- 
stein considered “un-American propagan- 
da of religious, racial, or subversive polit- 
ical prejudices.” He was given no an- 
swer. 

Congressman Fish denounced as false, 
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Dickstein’s claim that the American Leg- 
ion was supporting his measure. 

Congressman Warren drew !aughter 
and applause when he said, “If the House 
is in the mood today to do something 
that is truly worthless and useless, I can 
conceive of nothing more fitting than the 
passage of this resolution.” 

When the debate ended, Dickstein ex- 
perienced the defeat which he rightly de- 
served, by a tabled vote of 184 to 38.

10:7), while Jesus declared 
that “the kingdom of heaven suffereth 
violence and the violent take it by force” 
(Matt. 11:12). And the amazing state- 
ment to Peter, “And I will give unto 
thee the keys of the kingdom of heaven” 
(Matt. 16:19). 

2. The description of the Church ss 
contrasted with the Old Testament dis- 
pensation is exceedingly interesting and is 
appropriate here. Heb. 12:18-24. Now 
it is in the true spiritual Church that we 
have the days of heaven upon earth, 

3. We have a heavenly King. He came 
down from heaven. He is called the Light 
and Glory of heaven. He is worshipped 
and adored by all the heavenly host. 

4. Our blessings are heavenly. The 
Christian’s calling is a heavenly calling. 
Heb. 3:1. They taste the heavenly gift. 
Heb. 6:4. “Blessed be the God and Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, who hath blessed 
us with all spiritual blessings in heaven- 
ly places in Christ.” Eph. 1:3. 

§. The Christian’s peace and joy are 
divine and from heaven. All followers 


of Jesus enjoy these, “My peace I give 
unto you... . not as the world giv- 
eth.” “That my joy might remain in 


you”—Jesus. “The peace of God that 
passeth all understanding.” The apostle 
says this joy is “unspeakable and full of 
glory”—certainly from heaven. 

6. All of our needs are supplied from 
heaven. “But my God shall supply all 
your need according to his riches in 


glory by Christ Jesus.” Phil. 4:19. “Ev- 
ery good gift and every perfect gift is 
from above and cometh down from the 
Father of lights.” James 1:17. So the 
Holy Ghost who anoints us came down 
from heaven, as also our bread and the 
stream of water of life from which we 
drink, flows from the throne of God 
and of the Lamb. 

7. We have heavenly communion here 
on earth, in every season of divine wor- 
ship. True prayer ascends to heaven. 
Praise, as grateful incense, arises joining 
that of the joyful hosts above. The saints 
feast together on the true manna which 
comes from heaven. How true the words 
of the poet: 

“Happy the souls to Jesus joined, 

And saved by grace alone; 

Walking in all his ways, they find 

Their heaven on earth begun.”

EVERY ONE A SOUL-WINNER 

“And they that be wise shall shine as 
the brightness of the firmament; and 
they that turn many to righteousness as 
the stars for ever and ever.”—Dan. 12:3. 

Every follower of Jesus should be a 
soul-winner. Through the words of John, 
Andrew found Jesus, and he went at 
once and found his own brother Simon 
and said to him, “We have found the 
Messias, which is, being interpreted the 
Christ.”—John 1:41, 

For this purpose the Christian is called. 
The world expects it of us and there are 
multitudes about us who will be eternally 
lost unless they are won to Christ by 
some means or other. An active Chris- 
tian worker, noted for his habit of ad- 
dressing the unsaved related the follow- 
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ing incident: “When I was a young man 
a young fellow not yet of age, lived in 
our house for six months. My dread of 
meddling was such that I never asked 
him to be present at family worship or 
spoke to him on the subject of his soul. 
He fell into the company of a wild set 
and was rapidly going to the bad. When I 
reasoned with him, I spoke of Christ. ‘Do 
you call yourself a Christian?’ he asked, 
assuming an astonished look. ‘I hope so,’ 
I replied. ‘But you are not. If you were, 
He must be your Best Friend. Yet I have 
lived in your house for six months and 
you have never once named His name to 
me; no, He is nothing to you.’ I have 
never forgotten the rebuke.” 


Much of the work of Jesus and His 
disciples was personal work. Some of his 
greatest sermons were spoken to one per- 
son. It is said that all of the apostles 
were won individually. Look at the case 
of Nicodemus, the woman at the well, 
and others personally won to Christ. How 
much could be done today if every Chris- 
tian turned personal worker. 

It is said that nearly all of the most 


outstanding preachers, martyrs and re- 
formers of the Church age have been 


won by personal effort, notice a few 
in recent times, 
D. L. Moody was a clerk in a shoe 


store when visited by his Sunday School 
teacher who put his hand on his shoulder 
and talked to him about his soul. Moody 
said, “I had not felt I had a soul till 
then.” 

Col. H. H. Hadley who kneeled and 
prayed with over thirty-five thousand 
drunkards ascribed his conversion partial- 
ly to a few words spoken to him by a 
preacher on a train just after the Civil 
War. 

Lord Shaftsbury, one of the greatest 
Christian philanthropists of the nine- 
teenth century was won to Christ in ear- 
ly boyhood by a servant girl in his fath- 
er’s home. The conversion of Diaz the 
great Cuban evangelist was due to the 
efforts of a young lady in Brooklyn. She 
found him in a hospital at the point of 
death, gave him a Spanish Testament, 
pointed him to Jesus, he recovered, was 
saved and went back to his own country 
a flaming herald of the gospel of Jesus. 


J. Wilbur Chapman, who was one of 
the most successful evangelists of this day 
was led to Jesus through the efforts of his 
Sunday School teacher. Much more could 
be said of the value of individual effort 
in carrying on the great work of soul- 
saving. May these thoughts stir us 
to see its worth in our own ministry for 
the souls around us today. Think of the 
many in reach of us day after day and 
how little effort is put forth to win 
them. Lord help us. Amen. 
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UNBELIEF 


I have been feeling for some time like 
writing a few lines on unbelief as there 
are so many falling into its deadly grip— 
deadly because it is bringing deadness to 
the soul and the Church, 

“Thus saith the Lord; Cursed be the 
man that trusteth in man, and maketh 
flesh his arm, and whose heart departeth 
from the Lord. For he shall be like the 
heath in the desert, and shall not see 
when good cometh.” Get a glimpse of 
yourself as a little evergreen away out in 
the burning desert, away from all that is 
good, where you can not see any good in 
any thing. This is the condition I am 
finding many whose hearts have de- 
parted from the Lord and turned to the 
wicked arm of flesh, swallowed up in un- 
belief. 

I was called to pray for a man in Vir- 
ginia who had trusted God for years, but 
he had a little sign of cancer and went to 
a doctor to be examined. He pronounced 
it a cancer, and he was rushed to Balti- 
more to the hospital. He stayed two 
weeks, returned home, took his bed un- 
conscious and didn’t know he was 1n the 
world for two weeks. He came to himself 
suffering untold pain and the next thing 
was to keep him full of dope. This man 
was hearty and well except he thought 
he might have a cancer. His wife told me 
that it wasn’t more than bloody piles but 
he was sent back home and never was at 
himself anymore. I tried to get them tu 
leave off the dope and let God have a 
chance, but no, the doctor kad ordered 
him kept full of dope. He never did 1eal- 
ize I was there although he said, “The 
doctors have killed me.” He died full of 
dope. I asked him if he felt the presence 
of the Lord and he said, “I suffer so 
much I can’t feel His presence.” My 
friend, it was not the pain that drove the 
presence of the Lord from him. It was 
unbelief and that damnable dope that had 
him drunk, 

Every one who takes medicine or dope 
will admit that it is because you aon’t 
have the faith, and what is that but un- 
belief? If you trust God till you die, you 
die in the faith. If you take medicine till 
you die, you die in unbelief. “He that be- 
lieveth (continues to believe) shall be 
saved. He that doubteth (continues to 
doubt) shall be damned.” Oh, I wish I 
were able to deliver our people from the 
awful grip of unbelief that has them in 
its clutches, 

On my returning from the South I was 
called to pray for a sister at Helena, 
Ark., who hadn’t walked a step in ninety- 
six days. Doctors doubted that she would 
ever walk again. She had to take dope to 
sleep, I got her willing to give up her 


dope and trust God. And when she got 
willing to trust God I told her to stand 
on her feet. She said, “Brother, I don’t 
have any faith.” I said, “I know you 
haven’t but get up because I tell you to, 
in Jesus’ name.” She first made an ef- 
fort and failed but I said, “Try it again,” 
and the second time she rose to her feet 
and stood there seemingly afraid to step. 
I said, “Come on and walk.” She took 
two steps or three and stopped. I said, 
“Come on, you can walk,” and_ she 
walked across the floor and back to the 
bed when she sat down. She said, “I’m so 
nervous,” and her lips were quivering and 
she was shaking all over. I said, ‘“That’s 
all right.” She had been operated on for 
a tumor and I said, ““That’s just the ef- 
fects of the operation, You will be all 
right in a few minutes. Get up again.” 
She arose and ran across the floor, re- 
joicing and said, “I feel like I could just 
keep walking.” She hadn’t walked a step 
in ninety-six days and all I did was to 
get her to trust God and her obedience 
wrought faith. The next morning she was 
still able to walk and go where she 
pleased. This sister acknowledged that she 
had no faith. Why? Because she was not 
trusting in God, she was trusting in the 
arm of flesh. But when she got willing 
to trust God she got her healing. If you 
have any doubt of this you may write 
her—Mrs. Cora Taley, Helena, Ark. You 
may write E. C. Banks, West Helena, 
Ark. also. He was with me when his sis- 
ter was healed. 


You who are trusting in the arm of 
flesh, if you will lay aside your remedies 
and put your trust in God, He will heal 
you. You can be delivered from that aw- 
ful unbelief. The reason you take medi- 
cine is because you don’t have the faith, 
and you will have to acknowledge it. 
You may ask, What will we do if we 
don’t have the faith? My advice to you 
is trust God. As long as you trust God 
you have faith and if you die trusting 
God you die in the faith. If you die tak- 
ing medicine you die in unbelief, and 
whatsoever is not of faith is sin, so saith 
the Word of God. Oh, that our people 
could realize the need of trusting in God 
and having faith in God. Brother, you 
may say that it is just a privilege we have 
to trust God. Yes, it is a grand privilege, 
but it is more than that, it is necessary 
that you trust God for without faith i: 
is impossible to please Him. I am afraid 
if you don’t please Him you will never 
see Him. I am afraid you will never rise 
with Him when He comes to catch His 
bride away, as it will take spotless lives 
and you can’t be without spot with un- 
belief in your heart. So it is necessary tha: 
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you trust Him. 

I have many calling me to pray foz 
them and when I tell them what it takes 
for me to come on, they are not able to 
send it in many cases. When I work my 
way to them I find many who have spent 
all that they have for doctors and are not 
able to send for me. Many spend their 
homes and every thing they have and 
when I get to them they have nothing to 
give. Oh, that our people would quit 
throwing away their money and trust 
God. If I had ten per cent of the money 
that our people are wasting in unbelief, 
trusting in the arm of flesh, I could an- 
swer all the calls that come to me. I could 
have an airplane and could get over to 
Pineville, Oregon to that dear sister who 
is wanting me to come, and to Wilming- 
ton, N. C., and many other places I am 
unable to get to on the account of not 
having the money to go on. If every one 
would send me a dollar that sends a hand- 
kerchief I would be able to go at any 
time I am called as I just sent out over 
three hundred handkerchiefs last week 
but half of this number failed to send 
stamps. You pay when you get the doc- 
tor so have faith in God and get out of 
that unbelief and send your handkerchiefs 
and an offering with them, if you can; 
and you will help us get to the many sick 
and suffering. I have a call to W. Frank- 
fort, Ill., and will make this call when I 
start en route for North Dakota and will 
let you know the date of my going as I 
am unable at present to tell. I would like 
to get in touch with all who want me to 
stop with you one service and pray for 
your sick, Write me at Metz, W. Va., as 
I will start about the 20th of this month.

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REPORT FROM INDIA 


Chengannur P. O., Travancore State, 
South India, April 7, 1937. 


“All that will live godly in Christ Je- 
sus shall suffer persecution.” 2 Tim, 3:12. 


Last month we wrote about three 
Jacobite children of Puthupally out-sta- 
tion, ones who had been filled with the 
Holy Spirit and of the opposition to 
them. Our field secretary, Mr. T. M. 


Vereghese, who recently visited there, 
writes as follows: 
“They are really very happy though 


they are under severe persecution. Think- 
ing that their experience is from _ the 
devil, their father called the priest to 
cast the devil out of them. Thankamma, 
under the power of the Spirit, told the 
priest that this power which she is under, 
is not of the devil but is of the Holy 
Ghost. She read to him from Acts, telling 
him to repent, ger baptized and be ready 
for the Lord’s coming. He went away 
saying nothing.” 

One day, the old grandmother of these 
children beat them severely with a cane. 
The youngest one, raising her hand, said, 
“Praise the Lord. I am receiving these 
beatings on my perishable body, but my 
Lord is coming soon to give me a new 
body.” 

Brother Vereghese also writes: ‘““The 
very night that I was there the Jacobite 
people came to their house to hold a 
meeting. Hearing that I was there in the 
next house, they called me too and gave 
me a chance to speak. After my testi- 
mony of how I received the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost, they had nothing to say. 
The next day the old grandmother with 
a changed happy face told me that she 
will never punish the children. Their 
mother is very happy. She says that if 
they are going to be mad, as the people 
say, let them get mad. 


“The whole place is revived. Our Mary 
and Aleya told me that they are having 
meetings almost every night.” 

Then there is great persecution going 
on at Noornadu out-station from the 
Hindus. One new convert was severely 
beaten; our poor brethren are asked to 
leave from the land of their Hindu mas- 
ters, and one who could not stand the 
test, has gone back into Hinduism. The 
brother of Chacko and his family are suf- 
fering because they are blamed for these 
becoming Christians. All of his coconuts 
have been taken from his trees by the 


Hindus and this is a big loss as they are 
poor. 

When some of these were asked if they 
would like to come to headquarters and 
stay till these persecutions are over, they 
replied, “A true Christian is called for 
suffering. In the midst of this suffering 
we must stay in our own place and show 
that we are real Christians. If a Stephen 
is stoned at Noornadu, many Pauls will 
rise up, so please pray much that our 
faith will not be weakened.” Are these 
not encouraging words? Let us remember 
to pray much for these our brothers and 
sisters in the Lord. 

As a result of some special meetings at 
Ponkunam out-station, a Roman Catholic 
man was saved and has received the bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit. He and his fam- 
ily need much prayer as they are under- 
going great persecution from the Roman 
Catholics. 

God is blessing the ministry of our 
Bible women. At one place, not far from 
headquarters, during a women’s meeting 
a woman from the Marthomite church 
received the baptism of the Holy Spirit 
and three were saved, praise the Lord. 


At Pondanadu, a new out-station, in © 


tarrying meetings, three have received 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit, including 
two Bible students. Our Bible School is 
to open again D. V. about May 17. 
Please join us in prayer that the Lord will 
richly bless as the Word is given out and 
that souls will be saved and filled with 
the Spirit in the school, also that funds 
will be forthcoming for the school.

A Converted Infidel 

“The fool hath said in his heart, there 
is no God” (Psa. 14:1). 

I was a fool, and it took sickness, hell, 
devils, and almost death to change me. 
Here is my testimony: 

I was raised in southeastern Kentucky. 
My mother was a praying woman and my 
father was a deacon in a Holiness church. 
I was saved when I was eighteen years 
of age, and drifted to Sidney, Ohio when 
20 years old. Then I married a good wom- 
an and God blessed our home with two 
children. I soon began getting my eyes 
off God and on the hypocrites in 
the church. Gradually [ diifted into the 
world, and I no longer had any peace in 
my heart. I tried playing cards and going 
to parties, bur still no peace, and then | 
began smoking and drinking. None of 
these things satisfied my soul, and I kept 
getting farther and farther from God un- 
til I made myself believe that salvation 
was only men’s imagination and religion 
was a hobby. Different preachers and 
Christian friends tried to talk to me, but 
I held to my belief and laughed at 
them. When they talked about heaven 
and hell, I said there weren’t any such 
places. My mother wrote to me about my 
soul and prayed for me, but I just laughed 
at her. 


So I went on in sin until the fall of 
1935. I was smoking and drinking hard 
and working hard at the factory. I kept 
losing weight and my health failed me 
until I finally gave up and went to bed 
on December 9, 1935. I got the best doc- 
tor in Sidney, and he told me I had the 
flu, the first stage of pneumonia, a con- 
gested lung, and a rundown system. He 
did all he could, but I kept getting weaker 
and weaker. I called an old doctor who 
was considered very good, and he said he 
couldn’t understand my case. The reason 
was that it was God’s judgment. For 
twenty days I suffered the tortures of 
hell day and night. I could see all sorts 
of hideous faces and animals, thousands 
of them, all around my bed. It was like 
a horrible nightmare, with no way to es- 
cape. I cursed my wife, who tried her 
best to please me, and swore at my chil- 
dren if they made the least noise. Every- 
one was good to me; my friends came 
to offer help, and the men at the shop 
sent and brought gifts and money. When 
one minister came and prayed for me, I 
was so angry I wanted to get out of bed 
and kick him off his knees, and I told 
my wife after he lefy that I hoped he’d 
fall and break his leg so he couldn’t come 
again. My wife was very patient through 
it all, but I was a terrible case. Even 
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when I was so weak I couldn’t hold my 
head up alone, I still cursed and swore at 
everyone around. 

All this time I kept feeling that I 
would get better soon, but instead I kept 
getting worse. My father came to see me 
from Kentucky, but when he tried to talk 
to me about my soul, I was angry and 
felt that he was trying to take advan- 
tage of my sickness. He finally left me 
with these words, “One of two things is 
bound to happen. Either you will get 
right with God or you will die.” Every- 
one felt sure I was going to die, but I 
didn’t think so until December 29, when 
I gave up and felt I was going to die. 

Then I began to wonder whether I 
could be wrong in thinking there was no 
God. I finally decided that I had been 
foolish. I knew that if there was a God, 
I was doomed to hell because of the life 
I had lived. Then God began to show me 
the reality of hell. I could see a door right 
near my bed, and on the other side of 
that door was hell, Then I began to cry 
and tried to pray, but the devil had me 
so bound that I couldn’t even think of 
a Bible verse or a Christian song. All the 
time I felt that within twenty-four hours 
I would die and go to hell. I was in tor- 
ment. I felt as though I was the most 
wicked man in the world. Then I sent 
for Brother C. C. Shie, and he and some 
other Christians came and prayed for me. 
They prayed with me until God rolled 
my sins away. I can’t express the joy and 
happiness that flooded my soul. God not 
only forgave me, but He healed my body. 
Now I am well, and it is only because 
God loved me. I can now feel His hand 
leading me on to higher ground. 

I am praying that this testimony may 
help unsaved souls to find Jesus before 
it is too late, and help other Christians 
to “give heed to the things which we 
have heard, lest at any time we should 
let them slip” (Heb. 2:1). Sometimes I 
can see thousands of souls rushing head- 
long into hell just as I was. I believe God 
is calling me to the harvest (Matt.

is not sufficient to have a strong Com- 
munist Party. It is necessary to have 
strong labor unions capable of offering 
resistance to the employers and of taking 
the offensive . . this can be realized 
only when the unions are built on the in- 

dustrial basis.” 


We believe that labor should be weli 
paid. Every man who toils is entitled to 
a living for himself and his family, but 
without the investment of money in 
shops and mills labor would not have an 
Opportunity to earn a livelihood. For the 
unions to agitate and cause strikers to sit 
down in shops and mills thereby causing 
the manufacturers to lose their trade and 
fail to earn profits to sustain their busi- 
ness would be greatly against the future 
prosperity for both labor and manufac- 
turers. It is said that many of the big 
plants where sit-down strikes have oc- 
curred are now facing a financial crisis. 
The heavy expenses to take care of their 
business have gone right on while their 
mills were shut down and those who are 
in position to know tell us that many of 
them are facing bankruptcy. I am_ in 
sympathy with the laborers and want to 
see them succeed but this is a_ serious 
question and they should not interfere 
to that extent that would cut off ship- 
ping out of goods already manufactured 
and cause the plants to sustain such loss 
as would cause them to bankrupt. Every 
leader of a labor organization should be 
well balanced and think over these ques- 
tions in a serious way. 


A few years ago Washington was con- 
fronted with cheap commodities and no 
employment, now they are confronted 
with high priced commodities and labor 
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disturbances. I pray that God will direct 
the people of America and help us not to 
go beyond that that is reasonable and 
destroy the manufacturing interest that 
has made this nation a great nation. To 
say the least of it, it is time for every 
man and woman that knows God to pray.

have your heart cleansed, the inbred sin 
removed, for the Holy Ghost will not 
dwell in an unclean temple. Your body 
is the temple of the Holy Ghost. 1 Cor. 
6:19-2 Cor. 6:16. 


We must have faith to believe we can 
receive Him. John 14:26; 15:26, 27. He 
is a Comforter to us, He will talk for 
us. 15:26. Some may ask, “How do we 
know when we receive Him (the Holy 
Ghost)? Jesus said, “These signs will 
follow them that believe; In my name 
shall they cast out devils; they shall speak 
with new tongues” (notice, more than 
one). Mark 16:17. But, you must have 
faith to be able to speak. John (15:26, 
27) said, When the Comforter (who was 
to take Jesus’ place in this world) is 
come, he shall testify (speak or 
talk) of me: And ye also shall bear wit- 
ness (or be the witness that He has come 
in to take control of your iire znd to lead 
and comfort you). Acts 2:1, 2, “And 
when the day of Pentecost was fully 
come, they were all with one accord in 
one place. And suddenly there came a 
sound from heaven (not from the other 
place as some would have you believe) as 
of a mighty rushing wind, and it (the 
sound) filled all the house where thev 
were sitting.” Luke 24:53 tells us they 
were praising and blessing God in the 
temple at Jerusalem. From Bethany they 
were happy, shouting on their way to the 
temple. Now they are at Jerusalem ex- 
periencing something new. They have 
heard the Holy Ghost and He is in the 
cemple with them. v. 3, “And there ap- 
peared unto them (now they see Him, 
the Holy Ghost) cloven tongues (or 
forked tongues more than one) like as of 
fire.” Matt. 3:15, “He shall baptize you 
with the Holy Ghost,” and He’s here. 
They first heard Him, now they see Him, 
the Comforter, “‘and it sat upon each of 
them” (they feel Him sitting with them, 
on their shoulders). What a won- 
derful sight! v. 4, “And they were all 
filled (He went on the inside to live) 
with the Holy Ghost (with the power, 
cloven tongues, the Spirit, the Comforter, 
the promise), and began to speak (or 
talk or testify) with other tongues” 
(new tongues, Mark 16:16, or other lan- 
guages, unknown, divers kind of tongues 
or languages). They don’t doubt that He 
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is coming any longer for He is already 
here. It seems they had to stay some 
seven or ten days before Jesus and the 
Father could send the blessing. They just 
wanted to see if they were going to be 
faithful or stay on the job that long. So 
they were. If you and I had to tarry 
that long we would perhaps fail to be 
faithful or stay on the job that long. Re- 
member the text, “Be thou faithful unto 
death and I will give you a crown of 
life.” 

The term “Holy Ghost” is mentioned 
ninety times in the New Testament. The 
people were amazed and wondered at 
Pentecost, Acts 2:5-6. The angels desired 
to look into the Holy Ghost, 1 Peter 1: 
12, but they couldn’t understand. Heb. 
2:3, .4, 

“How shall we escape, if we neglect so 
great salvation” (the Holy Ghost). Acts 
§:32, “And we are his witnesses of these 
things; and so also is the Holy Ghost, 
whom God hath given to them that obey 
Him.” If we believe (or have faith) we 
can have the power. Acts 1:8, “Ye shall 
receive power, after that the Holy Ghost 
is come upon you: and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and in 
all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.” Rom. 8:11, 
His Spirit shall quicken our mortal bodies 
if it dwells within us. The word 
“quicken” means increase the speed of, 
move with rapid speed. “Be thou faithful 
unto death and I will give thee a crown 
of life.” We read in Heb. 2:1-4, “There- 
fore we ought to give heed to the things 
which we have heard, lest at any time we 
should let them slip. (Marginal reading, 
‘run out a leaking vessel’.) For if the 
word spoken by angels was stedfast and 
sure, and every transgression and dis- 
obedience received a just recompence of 
reward; how shall we escape, if we neg- 
lect.”
